Capt. Cahill Working on

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 20-— 
Possible solution of the murder of 
Harry I. Katz, Los Angeles musl-

(nv AP NICHT WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 20.—The 
income of the State government for 
the new biennium, which will de- 
gin July 1 next, will total $106,- 
660,000, but $6,220,000 will not be 
available due to the litigation 
pending over the King tax bill of 
1921, which tncreased the taxes of 
the public service corporations 
Therefore the Income that will be 
available to meet expendityres for 
the next two years is $101,340,- 
000. 

The estimate of revenue was 
made public today in a report sub- 
mitted to Gov. Richardson by M. D.
